The Stark Plan 


“It is apparent the old racing ideas 
are wearing out. and an overhaul job by 
adopting a new technological method 
should be the object of the day,” said 
Charles H. Stark, an electrical engi- 
neer who does business in Baltimore. 

Stark told Baltimore Sun writer Jack 
Walsh that he could save racing in Mary- 
land with closed-circuit theater tele- 
vision direct from the race track. For 
every 2 seats in the theatre he would 
install an IBM-type gadget that would 
register the viewer's bets and would 
transmit them to the race track. This is 
what Stark calls “on-track expansion.” 
to distinguish from off-track betting, 
which has a connotation he does not like. 

The system would profit nearly every- 
one. The state would be $43-million a 
year richer, the tracks would gross another 
$27 million. purses would rise with the 
mutuel handle. and the neighborhood 
theaters would recover from the damages 
done them by home television. As far as 
Stark knew. there was nothing in the 
Maryland racing laws to block him. 

Stark admitted to being a “lousy poli- 
tician.” but he added, “The Starks have 
been around Baltimore 60 years. We 
have the largest electrical maintenance 
company in Maryland. Nobody can say 
anything about me but good. . . . I’ve 
been staying away from the newspapers. 
Here in Baltimore they sort of harped on 
this being off-track betting. and I don’t 
want to be treated in the class of an off- 
track racketeer. I resent that. Vve been 
successful, This here is just icing on the 
cake.” 


DING DONG 


At Ocala Stud Farm there is a bell. 
The plan is to ring it whenever a horse 
bred and raised there wins a stakes 
race. 

The bell was only recently acquired, 
so that the first time it tolled for 
Ocala was Saturday afternoon, May 6, 
after Carry Back won the Kentucky 
Derby.

Ocala’s bell once served the same 
purpose at the late E. R. Bradley’s 
Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexington. If 
it rings as often in Ocala as it did in 
Lexington. Ocala and Marion County 
probably will be satisfield.

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Rules and Justice 


There was a time. within the memory 
of fairly well annuated horse-players. 
when the rule book said that a horse was 
recognized as a starter. for wagering pur- 
poses. when he left the saddling enclosure 
and stepped on the race track. At that 
point a bet became official, and it was 
not recoverable. even if the horse threw 
his rider. split through the inner rail. and 
came down with a bad case of splinters. 

This rule. or custom, seemed — fair 
enough, except to the persons who had 
wagered on the unfortunate animal. Oc- 
casionally there were enough such persons 
to file a protest. A protest of this sort 
was filed with pop bottles. or shillelahs. 
or flower pots. or whatever parts of the 
stands happened to be removable. It was 
surprising that so many parts of the 
stands. and especially the stewards’ stand. 
turned out to be removable. 

An argument emphasized by demolition 
can be very convincing. It was. in fact. 
so completely logical that a starter became 
a starter when he came under the starter’s 
orders. and finally he became a_ starter 
when he started. There is a certain re- 
pugnance to losing money on a_ horse 
which is kept locked in the starting gate 
after the rest of the field is off and run- 
ning. 

The official definition of a starter has 
changed in accordance with the develop- 
ment of a profound sense of justice and a 
lively interest in keeping property and 
personnel intact. 

By way of contrast. there has been no 
similar evolution in rules concerning dop- 
ing and medication. We are beginning to 
suspect that the only reason for our failure 
to develop a sense of justice in this area 
is simply that misery and punishment are 
doled out to one man at a time. and one 
man is not enough to stage a convincing 
riot. 

In the time when a horse became a 
starter by stepping on the track. he was 
likely to have been “hopped” a short while 
earlier. Hop. or narcotics. was routine 
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equipment in many stables, almost to the 
extent that blinkers. shadow rolls, and 
lead ponies in the post parade are today. 
The trainer who didn’t know how to hop 
a horse was considered to be a neophyte. 
There probably was something more than 
a grain of truth in the old yarn about 
the man who went to the stewards before 
a race and complained that all the horses 
he was about to run against had been 
hopped: the stewards were reported to 
have solved that one by ordering him to 
hop his own horse. 

The Blood-Horse (Thomas B. Crom- 
well) kept saying that people ought not 
to hop horses. but nobody paid much at- 
tention until one day when a squad from 
the Bureau of Narcotics started gathering 
up the hypodermic needles and the sup- 
plies of heroin and thereby reddened some 
of the most respectable faces in racing. 

Having been reformed by the sudden 
prospect of going to jail. the people in 
racing went the way of dyed-in-the-wool 
reformers. Not only narcotics, but virtual- 
ly everything that could be detected by 
chemical analysis was forbidden. A drug 
was a drug. the racing commissions said. 
and whosoever permitted a horse to come 
hack from a race with evidences of a 
drug in his saliva or urine had erred. and 
had to be punished. 

The doctrine that all drugs must be 
taboo led. as most doctrines do, to an era 
of hair-splitting. It was all right. in most 
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areas, to give a horse a drug to keep him 
from bleeding; it was wrong to give him a 
drug to keep him from hurting, such as 
Butazolidin. If a leg was sore, it was all 
right to mask the pain with ice, but not 
with a drug which actually reduced the 
inflammation. Corticosteroids were used 
without bringing on punishment, because 
the chemists could not detect them. Three 
states officially permitted the use of Buta- 
zolidin, and several others sanctioned use 
of the drug without writing a rule. Vita- 
mins could be used — but not in excess... 

At its annual meeting in Toronto next 
month, the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners will wrestle once 
more with the hydra of medication. There 
is a better chance than usual that the 
commissioners will begin to recognize that 
prevailing rules need amendment; that 
“letting the bars down” does not necessar- 
ily mean chaos; that the good reputation 
of the sport is not dependent upon claim- 
ing an impossible degree of piety: that 
medicine itself is not always an evil; and 
that the rules concerning medication, like 
the rule as to what constitutes a starter, 
should be adjusted to prevailing condi- 
tions. 

The principal function of the stewards 
and of the racing commissions is to guard 
against unfair practices of all kinds. In 
carrying out their duties, certainly they 
should know whatever the chemical lab- 
oratory or any other agency can discover 
in the way of evidence. But racing is not 
being protected. nor is the public, by the 
assumption that aspirin or Butazolidin im- 
plies as much delinquency on the part of 
the trainer as does a narcotic or a known 
stimulant. The authorities should see that 
the punishment fits the crime, but there 
have been several instances which suggest 
that punishment has been in inverse pro- 
portion to the crime. 

For official purposes, it is convenient 
to have an arbitary prohibition of all 
drugs. But convenience for the govern- 
ing cannot be equated with justice for the 
governed.

The Double Comes to Hollywood Park; 
Aqueduct Gets Another Buty Case 


By Robert Hebert 


Los ANnGELEs. Hollywood Park, acced- 
ing to popular demand by racing fans. 
put in the daily double for its rich summer 
season that opened on May 10. Thus. the 
Inglewood course became the first big 
Thoroughbred track in the Los Angeles 
area to have this form of wagering. 

When the late Dr. Charles H. Strub 
opened Santa Anita in 1934 he frowned 
on the double as a numbers game. Holly- 
wood Park followed his example. But 
times change. and so does the thinking 
of fans and officials. It got to the point 
where race-goers in Los Angeles felt they 
were being deprived of another nice and 
pleasant way of losing their money. 

The clamor of players. the racing press. 
and California’s progressive Racing Board 
reached the point where Hollywood Park 
decided to give the daily double a whirl. 
President Mervyn LeRoy and vice _presi- 
dent and general manager James D. Stew- 
art could not have been more pleasantly 
surprised or overwhelmed. 

On opening day, 38.964 fans flocked to 
the track of the lakes, flowers and daily 
double. The crowd was by far the largest 
Hollywood Park has ever had for a week- 
day opening, and the daily double pool 
reached $150,766, a new all-time record 
for a California track. 

Stewart had requested a minimum of 
120 daily double machines from the Amer- 
ican Totalisator Company, but he was 
able to get only 104 in time for the 
opening. More machines will be installed 
as they become available. 

Hollywood Park officials found there 
were more machines than were necessary 
in the lower club house and turf club 
areas, and not nearly enough in the 
grandstand sections. Stewart immediately 
began a re-arrangement of the machines 

For the Premiere Handicap on opening 
day, racing secretary John R. Maluvius 
gave Mrs. Helen Kenaston’s Revel top 
weight of 126 pounds, and fans made the 
son of *The Pie King—Danae, by Sir 
Damion, a heavy favorite, mainly because 
he had trimmed Prove It at 614 furlongs 
in track-record time last winter at Santa 
Anita. 

Revel followed the pace of Henrijan 
down the backstretch, took command 
rounding the turn, then came away game- 
ly in the stretch to whip the fast-closing 
Finnegan by slightly more than a length 
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in 1:08+5 for 6 furlongs. Henrijan hung 
on for third, three-quarters of a length 
ahead of T.V. Lark, second highweight 
with 125 pounds, which came from tenth 
place to grab fourth money. 


Mrs. Kenaston and her trainer, C. E. 
(Buck) Logan, said that Revel would 
make his next start in the Los Angeles 
Handicap at 7 furlongs on May 20. 


On the first Saturday of the season. 
Olden Times. which began his racing 
career last summer at Hollywood Park and 
won 4 in a row before suffering his first 
setback. opened his new campaign with a 
3-length triumph in the Debonair Stakes 
at 6 furlongs. Willie Shoemaker said it 
was the best race that Olden Times had 
run. He rated perfectly. and reached the 
wire in 1:0844. 

Olden Times slipped coming out of the 
gate. He quickly recovered. and Shoe- 
maker moved up on Dance Lesson and 
Lanolark. At the quarter-pole. Shoemaker 
drove through a hole on the rail. and in 
mid-stretch they shook off Lanolark to 
win going away. Captain Fair was third. 
Dance Lesson finished last after going in 


:2155 and :4425. It was his first start 
since injuring a knee a year ago. 

Olden Times. a son of English-based 
Relic and *Djenne. by Djebel. was foaled 
at Rex Ellsworth’s ranch at Chino. He 
has recovered perfectly from a_ broken 
bone in his foot suffered a year ago in 
the Hollywood Park paddock. before the 
C. H. Howard Stakes. He won his race 
that afternoon but he was beaten in his 
next start. the Hollywood Juvenile Cham- 
pionship Stakes. After that race. he was 
sent to the ranch where X-rays showed 
that he had a broken bone in his foot. 

Olden Times is as good as new now. 
and at the moment he seems to be the 
one to beat in the $100.000-added Holly- 
wood Derby. 


Second Buty Case 


The New York stewards 
on May 12 suspended trainer Daniel 
Perlsweig for 60 days. May 13-July 11. 
because a winner he had saddled at Aque- 
duct on Monday.

on March 25, this easy-going. informal 
style of racing gives trainers and owners 
a chance to condition horses in compe- 
tition and to gauge their reading of the 
condition books for steeplechase races at 
major tracks. 


Held on the grounds of Stoneybrook 
Farm. owned by noted steeplechase train- 
er M. G. (Mickey) Walsh. the Southern 
Pines meeting sent the season off to a 
good start. A crowd of more than 8.000 
watched rider-trainer Eugene Weymouth 
and 9-year-old Hunt Ball carry George 
T. Weymouth’s colors home in front in 
the featured Sandhills Cup. the season’s 
first sanctioned timber event. The sec- 
ondary feature. the Stoneybrook Open 
Hurdle race. was won by Miss Mary A. 
Rumsey’s French-bred “Romeo. winter- 
trained at Camden. by C. V. B. Cushman 
Jr. 

The host of the day, trainer M. W. 


Walsh. enjoyed a triple. saddling the win- 
ners in 2 hurdle events and 1 flat race. 
One of the hurdle winners was Nautilus, 
owned by Mrs. L. W. Knapp Jr. Nautilus. 
a son of Mrs. Knapp’s stallion Admiral 
Tan. which raced successfully for her. is 
considered likely to be among the leading 
‘chasers this year. Beginning his winning 
streak at Aqueduct last fall. the home- 
bred won 4 straight hurdle races last 
year, including a 20-length victory in the 
$15.000 New York Turf Writers Handi- 
cap at the United Hunts meeting at Bel- 
mont Park. In his debut over brush at 
Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott’s Montpelier 
meeting in November, the now 5-year-old 
gelding won handily over seasoned _per- 


formers in the 2%-mile Noel Laing 
Steeplechase. 
A Triple for "Brose Clark 
The following Saturday. April 1, a 


crowd of about 25.000 turned out for the 
Carolina Cup Races in Camden. S. C. In 
addition to the crowd on the grounds, a 
television audience in 3. states enjoyed 
America’s first live telecast of an entire 
hunt race meeting and watched H. M. 
Rhett’s 6-year-old Ingo win the 3-mile 
Carolina Cup over timber, with appren- 
tice rider Ronald Houghton aboard for 
his maiden win. 


The Jumpers Take Off 


A prominent name returned to hunt 
meet racing when F. Ambrose Clark 
ended an absence of recent years to win 
with 3 fashionably bred horses. His 7- 
year-old Amber Diver (*Ambiorix—Mara- 
pania. by Devil Diver) won the co-fea- 
tured Springdale Cup in his debut over 
brush fences, with English jockey Ron- 
ald Cartwright at the reins. On the flat, 
the 6-year-old Phaeton (*Big Dipper II— 
Occupancy) accounted for the 6-furlong 
Camden Plate, and the 4-year-old Prince 
Fearless  (*Princequillo—Not Afraid) 
won the l-mile Kershaw to round out 
the triple. 


Another well bred winner at Camden 
was Montpelier’s 4-year-old gelding Nan- 
ticoke (*Nasrullah—Sea Borne, by Ann- 
apolis). This half-brother to Shipboard 
won his’ mile-and-a-half hurdle debut 
handily. He is one of 3 sons of *Nasrul- 
lah slated to carry Montpelier colors into 
the infield this year. 

The next week there were hunt meet- 
ings at both Richmond. Va.. and Tryon. 
N. C.. and hurdlers then moved on to 
Laurel. Md.. for the openers in a series 
of 7 hurdle events at that race track. An 
upset occurred at the Laurel infield meet- 
ing when F. E. Dixon Jr.'s 4-year-old 
Praesepe (Bolero—Miel. by Jamestown) 
headed the favorite. Amber Diver, by a 
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half-length te set a new record for the 
distance of 15g miles over hurdles at 
Laurel. 


The $4,000 Chase Me Handicap, last of 
the Laurel hurdle races this year. went 
to Mrs. J. H. McKnight’s *Palladio in a 
close decision over Mrs. Henry Obre’s 
Moon Rock. The 5-year-old *Palladio 
(Tabriz—Girelda, by El Greco) was bred 
in France by C. T. Chenery and bought 
in Saratoga in 1960 by John Hanes, who 
transferred him to his daughter. Mrs. Mc- 
Knight. This roan gelding now has 4 wins 
to his credit. 2 of which have been in 
1961. 


The President at Middleburg 


The Middleburg Hunt Race Associa- 
tion. host to “chasers on April 15 and 
April 22, was honored by the first visit 
of a President of the United States to a 
race meeting since Andrew Jackson at- 
tended the races in the 1820's. President 
and Mrs. Kennedy joined the spectators at 
the Middleburg meeting on April 15, and 
Mrs. Kennedy presented the Middleburg 
Hunt Cup trophy to Mrs. Virginia M. 
Duvall. owner of the victorious Valley 


Hart. 


On the second day of the Middleburg 
races Major Gen. Richard K. Mellon's 
home-bred Chambourg carried top weight 
and jockey James Murphy to a brilliant 
6-length victory in the 2-mile Mary Mel- 
lon Steeplechase. Hacking 645 seconds 
off *Palladio’s time over the same course 
that day, the 9-year-old gelded son of 
*Rufigi out of *Lettone. by Flyon. per- 
formed in such flawless style that a hush 
came over the crowd of 5,000. which later 
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broke into applause that lasted until after 
he was unsaddled. 


The Big Timber Races 


On April 29 Bliss Flaccus’ Simple Sam- 
son. trained by Sidney Watters Jr. and 
ably handled by Crompton Smith Jr.. ac- 
counted for the 65th running of the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup. More than 18.000 gath- 
ered on the hillside of Mr. and Mrs. 
Garry Black’s estate at Glyndon, Md.. to 
witness the day’s single race, a 4-mile 
grind over 22 of the world’s most demand- 
ing timber obstacles. The winner, a 10- 
year-old son of Ptolemy out of Darby 
Donette. by Flares. covered the soft course 
in 9:3135. as against the record of 8:43+44. 

Although no mishaps occurred during 
the race. one wayward male spectator gal- 
loped across the course while Simple 
Samson was pulling up and was bowled 
over by the winner. Quickly on his feet, 
he vanished around the hayrack where the 
traditional presentation is made. 

The Virginia Gold Cup races marked 
the final hunt meeting prior to the open- 
ing of ‘chasing in New York. Held at 
Warrenton in sloppy weather, the 6-race 
card included the Virginia Gold Cup. a 
4-mile run over 22 timber fences, won by 
host William E. Schlusemeyer’s 10-year- 
old Mainstay. The co-feature of the day. 
the $2.000 Broadview. over brush, was 
won by Mrs. T. A. Randolph’s 5-year-old 
Real Fancy. 


An Invitation to Racing 


Hunt meetings long have served, and 
still serve. as valuable training and prov- 
ing grounds for jumpers at major tracks. 
But perhaps just as important as_ this 


A crowd of more than 8,000 were on 
hand at Stoneybrook Farm, Southern 
Pines, N. C., for the opening of the 
current hunt race season on March 25.

Races. The hunt meetings, besides pro- 
viding training opportunities for ambi- 
tious jumpers, have brought into rac- 
ing many notable sportsmen. 


function of hunt meetings is their prover 
worth in recruiting desirable new owners, 
not in steeplechasing alone, but in all 
phases of Thoroughbred racing. Many of 
racing's most notable patrons have en- 
tered the sport because of interest in 
hunt racing. The names of William du 
Pont Jr.. Mrs. Dodge Sloane (Brook- 
meade). John Hay Whitney (Greentree), 
George D. Widener, and the late Walter 
M. Jeffords are among the many appear- 
ing prominently in steeplechase records; 
they may serve to dull the readiness of 
some cynics to belittle the value of hunt 
meet racing and steeplechasing to Thor- 
oughbred racing as a whole. 

One of the more notable entries re- 
cruited from the hunt meetings was the 
late Crispin Oglebay. An enthusiastic fol- 
lower of the Chagrin Valley Hunt near 
Cleveland, Ohio. Mr. Oglebay owned 
Holystone. a Man o’ War horse which was 
champion hunter at the National Horse 
Show in Madison Square Garden in 1936. 
At that time Mr. Oglebay had another 
horse which had speed and jumped well 
enough to warrant a trial. The horse was 
placed with a trainer, and while he had 
only mild success, it was enough to give 
the owner an interest in racing. 

The following year Mr. Oglebay pur- 
chased his first Saratoga yearling, and 
within the next few years he had acquired 
a highly successful racing stable under 
the tutelage of the late trainer J. P. 
(Doc) Jones. Mr. Oglebay soon was 
breeding as well as racing. One of the 
best he bred was the brilliant steeple- 
chase mare Lock and Key, by *Easton 
out of Level Head, by *Sir Gallahad HII. 
Mr. Oglebay died at his home in Gates 
Mills, Ohio, on October 23, 1949, just 
3 days after attending the races at Laurel, 
Md.. to witness the record-breaking vic- 
tory of Lock and Key in the 36th run- 
ning of the Chevy Chase Steeplechase 
Handicap. 

Despite the loss of some prominent 
stables from the ranks of steeplechasing 
in recent years. the sport seems to be 
enjoying a renewal of interest. Much of 
this can be accounted for by the arrival 
of numerous new owners with only 1 or 
2 horses each. 

Evidence of new consideration of 
steeplechasing can be seen in New York 
in the form of increased schooling facil- 
ities and an increase in racing days for 
jumpers. Plans include the renewal of 
several stakes over fences and hurdles. 
Delaware Park is picking up its steeple- 
chase program. including the renewal of 
4 stakes with added money of $37,500. 

These changes. with the addition of the 
Laurel meeting and several days of hurdle 
racing at River Downs. mean that, without 
interruption, there will be major track 
steeplechasing in 1961 from April 11 
through October 27. 
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based on laboratory reports of the stimu- 
lant Coramine. Both trainers were exon- 
erated on the grounds that they had not 
been negligent, that they had used all rea- 
sonable security measures. 


Closing Up the Hedge 


New York. Jockey Don Pierce nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury during the 
running of the Idlewild Handicap. a turf 
race at Aqueduct on Wednesday.

Nickel 
Boy, at the head of the stretch after the 
horse propped and wheeled through an 
opening in the hedge. (The hedges are 
spaced 10 feet apart on the backside and 
in the stretch.) 

The jockey, spilled to the ground. rolled 
like a ball between 2 hedges. He lay there 
until an ambulance could take him to the 
track’s first aid room, where an examina- 
tion disclosed only bruises about the 
chest. 

“It was a miracle,” said the National 
Jockeys’ Guild physician, Dr. Alexander 
Kaye. “He’s all right. That horse seemed 
to sense not to step on him.” 

Pierce returned to the jockeys’ quarters. 
looking as white as a sheet. “I feel all

Trainer Tom J. Barry returns every year to 
his native Ireland to inspect his 50-acre farm 
and to buy horses for his American clients. *Cavan 
and *Celtic Ash, winners of the Belmont Stakes 
in 1958 and 1960, have been his most notable pur- 
chases. and with further designs on the same 
classic Barry last year bought several Irish 2- 
year-olds. In addition, the 3-year-old *Claret II 


caught the trainer’s eye, and Barry bought the 
colt’ privately for the account of Mrs. Frances 
Janien. 

Bred by Mr. and Mrs. E. D. Mitchell at their 
Belvedere Stud, *Claret II was sold for 1,050 
guineas to trainer P. J. Pendergast at Stockton on 
September 9, 1958. He won 4 of his 9 races in 
Ireland last year as the property of Miss N. 
Fitzgerald, and after his importation he was 
wintered at Camden, S. C. 

For *Claret II’s American debut, Barry selected 
a 6-furlong event at Garden State Park on April 
29. and the colt finished sixth, beaten about 314 
lengths. Next was the Riggs Handicap, the 
opening-day feature of Pimlico’s spring meeting. 
*Claret II was knocked off stride at the start 
and trailed for a half-mile while *Civie Guard 
drew out to a long lead. Entering the stretch, 


the leader shortened stride drifted out, 
allowing *Greek Sovereign to move through on 
the inside. When *Greek Sovereign himself 


drifted out. *Claret II slipped past him along the 
hedge to score a narrow victory. Third choice to 
J. S. Kroese’s favorite entry, *Claret II paid 
$10. The time was 5% seconds slower than the 
track record.

SCHOOL, 
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The Geography of Purity 


For many years, as you probably know, 
we in Jamaica have suffered under a 
ridiculous import regulation which for- 
bids the importation of an equine from 
anywhere other than the United King- 
dom. The only exception to the rule al- 
lowed is where the animal is to be used 
for “exhibition purposes.” the Minister 
of Agriculture may give a special per- 
mit. 

For your information, racing is not re- 
garded as “exhibition purposes.” but a 
rodeo or a circus is. We have therefore 
had rodeo and circus horses here which 
have been through Haiti. Venezuela. 
Trinidad. and all the other places which 
are supposed to be ridden with equine 
diseases. But you would not be allowed 
to bring Carry Back here from Florida. 
since he is presumably going to infect 
all our horses and mules with encepha- 
lomylitis and infectious anemia. 

Of course. if you took Carry Back to 
England first. you could then bring him 
on here. This is exactly what I did with 
a filly by *Benagi called Shoshoni Guide. 
Also. 2. French horses which I got to 
Jamaica by taking them to England first. 
I later took one of them. Rumesnil. to 
Florida and had to take him to England 
again before I could get him back here. 
It is unbelievably silly and astronomically 
expensive, but true nevertheless. 

Now it seems that at long last these 
regulations are to be changed and shortly 
we will be allowed to bring a horse here 
from the U. S. Jamaica is not a lucra- 
tive market for horses. but its proximity 
to the U. S. with the relatively inexpen- 
sive ferrying of horses by air will result 
in U. S. breeders finding a small out- 
let for their less good animals. and the 
smaller stables may find a spot for their 
winters. 

OK, we had a silly regulation and after 
20 years we are changing it. The Eng- 
lish Jockey Club had one some years ago 
called the Jersey Act which many people 
in the U. S. regarded as silly and which 
they eventually changed after about 40 
years. but you have one. Daddyo. which 
is the greatest. and there does not seem 


to be any immediate prospect of a 
change. 


The New York Jockey Club recognizes 
only the General and French Stud Books 
in their entirety. It recognizes certain 
others. ours included, only in respect to 
those horses therein which trace entirely 
in all removes of their pedigrees to horses 
registered in the French, English, or 
American stud books. There may be justi- 
fication for this, you want to keep the 
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breed clean, etc.; anyway. let it pass. Of 
course, horses in the French or English 
stud book are automatically eligible for 
registration in the American stud book. 

Now I have a horse, Jobber Bill, which 
is entered in our stud book, which has 
a great-grandsire named Rose Prince bred 
in Jamaica. The New York Jockey Club's 
Registrar states, “the pedigree of the stal- 
lion Rose Prince does not qualify any of 
his produce for registration in this coun- 
try.” All other parts of Jobber Bill's 
pedigree are acceptable. 

Rose Prince. however. is acceptable 
to the English stud book because by let- 
ter dated December 3, 1958, from 
Weatherbys they state: “if the horse Rose 
Prince (1929) by Roi Soleil out of White 
Rose was at stud in this country. we 


should accept for admission to the 
General Stud Book, foals born in this 
country by him out of thoroughbred 


mares.” 

This means what it says. that if Rose 
Prince or for that matter his descen- 
dants. were in England and had_ foals 
there. the foals would be in the General 
Stud Book. The foals would then, pre- 
sumably, be eligible automatically for 
registration in the American Stud Book. . . 

But is Jobber Bill eligible for the 
American Stud Book now? Hell. no! I 
have to send him or one of his brothers 
or sisters to England to have a_ foal 
registered there first. then I can bring 
the horse to the U. S. 

Frankly. this is taking things too far.

It is bad enough to have to ship a horse 
half way around the world instead of 
the 600 miles from Miami to Jamaica, 
but when I have to send one to foal in 
England before I can send its relative 
to the U. S., I draw the line. I’m going 
to open negotiations with Castro!

Karl Koontz. editor of the Florida Horse, 
was appointed office manager for Jack 
Dreyfus Jr.s new 1.000-acre nursery 
near Ocala. 


Eight American and Canadian horses, 
including Flutterby and Four-and-Twenty, 
were among the 88 entries for the first 
running of the Aly Khan International 
Gold Cup, at Kempton Park on July 4. 


Holding that race track attendance 
was a privilege. not a right, the Cali- 
fornia State Supreme Court last week de- 
cided that race tracks were within their 
right to deny access to the grounds to 
anyone considered ** undesirable. The 
decision was given in a suit brought by 
James Flores against Santa Anita Park. 
which had ejected Flores from the grounds 
in January, 1959, on the basis of his 
previous conviction for bookmaking.

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Earnings Indexes of Sires in Italy 


Franco Varola, in a letter published in 
The Blood-Horse of April 29 (page 914), 
gave the following totals for Italian rac- 
ing in 1960: 1,412 starters, 1.569,009,800 
lire, averager 1,111,197 lire. Dr. Varola’s 
figures were the same as those publish- 
ed in Lo Sportsman (Milan) on February 
17. These included obstacle races and 
breeders’ awards, and thus failed to pro- 
vide a satisfactory basis for calculating 
the earnings indexes of sires in Italy, 
since there was no sire list which account- 
ed for the entire number of runners and 
the full monetary distribution. 


The secretariat of the Jockey Club in 
Rome. however. was kind enough to 
honor our request for an early copy of 
the sire list which will appear, later in 
the year, in the Annuario Ufficiale. The 
list excluded breeders’ awards and was 
limited to flat racing, and it gave the 
full number of starters by each sire, along 
with earnings. 

The totals derived from this list were 
1,192 starters. and 1,122.892,000 lire. 
giving an average of 942,023 lire per 
runner. similar lists earlier 
volumes of the Annuario Ufficiale the 
annual totals and averages already had 
been obtained.

Applying these averages, the earnings 
indexes of sires represented in Italy were 
calculated for the ll-year period begin- 
ning with 1950. The leaders in 1960. 
excluding sires with fewer than 5  run- 
ners, and the leaders for the 11-year 
period, excluding sires with fewer than 
20 year-starters. are given in accompany- 
ing lists. Both lists are relatively short, 
partly because of the limited amount of 
racing in Italy and partly because of the 
high proportion of importations. Numer- 
ous sires standing in other countries 
were represented by only 1 or 2 starters 
in 1960. 

Of the 244 stallions represented by 
runners in 1960, only 61 had 5 starters 
or more; 20 of these, or 32.8 per cent, 
had indexes of upward of 1.00—that is, 
had runners whose aggregate earnings 
were at least equal to the average ex- 
pectation of 942.023 lire per starter

earned more than 3 times their average 
expectation per runner. Of the Italian 
sires with larger numbers of starters, Tra- 
ghetto held first rank, his 34 runners hav- 
ing earned 1.76 times the amount that 
would have been allotted to them if all 
the money had been divided equally 
among all starters.

The largest 
payment to a winner last year was 12,000.- 
000 lire. or 12.74 times the average, and 
the leading money winner, Rio Marin. 
earned a total of 20.460,000 lire. or 21.72 
times the average, whereas in North 
America first money in a single race 
runs as high as 50 times the average. 
and a runner may earn well over 100 
times the average in the course of a year. 

On the basis of cumulative records 
over the 1l-year period, Prince Bio held 
first rank among sires with at least 20 
year-starters and with at least one runner 
in 1960. his 25 year-starters having earn- 
ed 3.82 times the average expectation for 
the years in which they raced. Here again 
the extreme was lower than in North 
America. and for the same reason that it 
was lower in the annual list.
